The prior art fails to teach the claimed system for detaching and collecting an IC 
tag from a paper sheet comprising: a swelling unit for soaking a paper sheet in a liquid 
where the adhesive in the sheet is soluble, a detacher which applies an agitating stream 
of liquid to an adhesive surface between the paper sheet and the IC tag in the liquid to 
detach the IC tag from the paper sheet, wherein the swelling unit pours the liquid into 
said detacher and a fractionator for fractionating the detached IC tag from other 
substances.
